10 June -The bodies of 
four German 

peacekeepers killed in a 
car bomb attack in 
Afghanistan on Saturday 
have been flown home. 

Senior Afghan leaders 
were among those who 
paid their respects to 
the soldiers in the 
capital. Kabul, before 
their coffins were 
loaded on to military 
aircraft. 

The attack was the 
first of its kind against 
the international 
security force (1SAF) 
since troops arrived to 
support President 
Hamid Karzai after the 


removal of the Taliban. 

Soldiers drawn from all 
the countries representing 
the multi-national security 
force gathered for the 
early morning memorial 
service for their dead 
comrades. 

They were joined by senior 
Afghan defense officials and 
the country's Interior 
Minister, Ali Ahmad Jalali. 

The four coffins, draped 
in the German flag, 
received a special guard 
of honor just a few 
kilometers from where the 
soldiers were killed. The 
bodies of the four men 
were then taken to Kabul 


airport, from where 
they were to be taken 
to Cologne, Germany, 
via Uzbekistan. 

The incident has 
shocked members of 
the international force, 
who said they felt 
impotent at being 
unable to resist this 
kind of attack. 

The attack has come as 
a further setback to the 
government of 

President Karzai, 
already under pressure 
over its inability to 
extend its control over 
the provinces. 

On Monday, he said 
the attack had not been 
carried out by an 
Afghan and blamed it 
on outsiders. 

But already there is 
increased security on the 
streets of Kabul, 
particularly around 
foreign missions.

The Olympic ban 
imposed on Afghanistan 
in 1999 probably will be 
lifted, said Pere Miro, 
director of IOC relations 
with some 200 national 
Olympic committees 
worldwide. 

Afghanistan last sent 
athletes to an Olympics in 
1996, when three dozen 
traveled to the Summer 
Games in Atlanta. The 
IOC suspended the 
country's membership in 
1999 after the Islamic 
regime dissolved the 


Afghan Olympic 

committee and banned 
female athletics. 

Reinstatement of 

Afghanistan only can be 
made at an IOC general 
assembly. 

Miro, on a four-day visit to 
Kabul to see how sports 
have fared in Afghanistan 
since the fall of the Taliban 
in late 2001, toured a sports 
complex at Kabul 
University where women 
and children performed 
gymnastics, judo and 
karate. 

"My analysis is that there 
has been some very 
important progress here, 
and the International 
Olympic Committee should 


consider reactivating the 
National Olympic 

Committee of Afghanistan 
as a full member," Miro 
said 

"1 am sure that if the 
sanctions are lifted, and I 
am very confident about 
that, I am absolutely sure 
that Afghanistan will be 
present in the Olympic 
Games in Athens next 
year." 

For Afghanistan to be 
reinstated, it must meet 
several conditions, 

particularly reopening 
sports for women, Miro 
said. 

Afghan authorities say the 
nation could field 
competitors in wrestling, 
boxing, taekwondo, and 
track and field. 


Four Dead in Afghan Clash 


June 10-American-led 
coalition troops in 
Afghanistan have killed 
four fighters armed with 
rifles and rocket grenades 
who attacked their patrol 
near the border with 
Pakistan. An army 
spokesman said the 
coalition forces sustained 


no casualties, in a separate 
attack nearby, four rocket 
grenades exploded near an 
Afghan military border 
checkpoint without causing 
casualties. Elsewhere, an 
Afghan security official 
said the bodies of six 
Taleban fighters were 
found near the Afghan 
border town of Spin 


Boldak. The official said 
they were apparently the 
victims of a battle last 
week between Afghan 
forces and Taliban 
remnants in which up to 40 
Taliban fighters were 
killed.

US Central Command said 
that in the latest incident, 
troops from the 82nd Airborne 
Division were manning a 
weapons collection point in 
south-west Baghdad when a 
van with four passengers 


stopped in a nearby alley 
Two attackers then got out 
of the van and each fired a 
grenade at the soldiers, one 
of which hit a vehicle. One 
of the soldiers later died 
from his injuries and the 
other was described as 
being in a stable 
condition. 



9 June -The United Nations 
has urged the Afghan 
authorities to take urgent 
measures to make the army 
and the defense ministry 
more representative of the 
country's ethnic make-up. 
Correspondents say most 
key posts in the Afghan 


defense ministry are still 
held by men of Tajik 
origin, despite promises to 
make its staff more closely 
reflect the country as a 
whole. And the 

correspondents say there 
are suggestions of similar 
ethnic-Tajik domination of 


the new armed forces 
currently being built up. 
The United Nations warned 
that failure to change the 
situation would undermine 
efforts to disarm the 
powerful militia groups 
which control much of 
provincial Afghanistan. 


Free My Son, Says War 



June 9th -AP - A renegade 
warlord in eastern 

Afghanistan said US forces 
detained his son in an 
operation last week and 
called today for his 
immediate release. 

Bacha Khan Zadran said 
his son, Abdul Wali, had 
been detained by US troops 
Thursday in the eastern 
province of Paktia. 

US officials were not 
immediately available for 
comment, but a US military 
spokesman said last week 
coalition forces had killed 
one guerrilla and captured 
another on Thursday in the 
same region after seeing a 
group of them open fire on 
a crowd of civilians. 

"They put him in a 


helicopter and took him 
away. I don’t know why 
they did it," Zadran said by 
telephone from the area. 
"But I want them to release 
my son as soon as 
possible." 

Zadran said Abdul Wali 
had approached the 
Americans to offer 
assistance. It was unclear 
why he was taken into 
custody. 

Zadran was briefly 
appointed governor of 
Paktia province in 
December 2001, but he 
was removed from the 
post after local officials, 
backed by their own 
militia, refused to allow 
him to enter the city and 


take office. 

Since then, his forces, who 
have allied themselves with 
US troops in past military 
operations, have repeatedly 
tried to take small patches 
of territory in defiance of 
the central government. 

Authorities in Kabul say 
Zadran has also set up 
numerous checkpoints in 
Paktia and neighbouring 
Khost province, extorting 
money from passers-by. 

About 11,500 coalition 
troops, the bulk of them 
Americans, have been 
deployed in Afghanistan 
since the Taliban 
government was 

overthrown in a US-led war 
in 2001.

9 June -Islamabad has 
lodged an official protest 
with Kabul after Afghan 
troops dumped the bodies 
of Taliban fighters in 
Pakistani territory. 

Twenty-two bodies were 
dumped over the border 
following a shootout near 
Spin Boldak last 
Wednesday that left 40 
Taliban fighters and nine 
pro-Afghan government 
troops dead. 

Pakistan foreign ministry 
spokesman Masood Khan 
said Islamabad had given a 
letter of protest to 
Afghanistan over the 
incident The Afghan 
ambassador Naunguyalai 
Tarzi was called to the 


foreign ministry to receive 
the protest. "A number of 
bodies were thrown on our 
side and this was a sort of 
desecration of those 
bodies," Mr Khan said 

"This was received with 
concern and anger and our 
authorities conveyed their 
protest to the Afghan, 
authorities." 

Afghan officials say the 
bodies were laid out to give 
Afghan refugees living in 
camps in Chaman a chance 
to identify them 

The Pakistani foreign 
ministry said six to eight 
bodies were claimed by 
Afghan relatives living in 
Pakistan, while the rest 


were taken back to Spin 
Boldak. 

Mr Khan said none of the 
dead were Pakistani 
citizens and called the 
action "provocative" 

The clash represented the 
biggest loss of Taliban 
fighters since the regime 
lost power in Afghanistan 
in 2001. 

After the clash, deputy 
district governor of Spin 
Boldak Sayd Jan told 
Afghan Islamic Press (AIP) 
the bodies were dumped in 
Pakistan "to show the fate 
of those who confront our 
government will be like 
these [dead Taliban 
fighters]".
